PERFORMERS 


Baritone Michael Pistorio is an emerging artist and an accomplished performer 
of opera, oratorio, art song and musical theatre. A native of Pasadena, MD, 
Pistorio graduated with his degree in Music: Vocal Performance from Salisbury 
University in December 2013, having studied with celebrated tenor Dr. John 
Wesley Wright, tenor of the American Spiritual Ensemble. While a student, he 
garnered multiple awards and accolades including being a multiple recipient the 
Fulton Dean and Musical Theatre scholarships. He also earned the William M. 
Folger Scholarship, the Guerrieri University Center Music Major Award, and 
claimed top prizes at the 2012 and 2013 MD/DC District and Mid-Atlantic 
Region National Association of Teachers of Singing Auditions. On the stage, 
Pistorio has shown a diverse and versatile repertoire. Roles have included 
Papageno in Mozart’s Die fauberjlote, Pirate King in Gilbert and Sullivan’s The 
Pirates of Penzance , Fancelot in Camelot , Robert in Company, among others. On the 
concert stage, he has been a featured soloist in Requiem by Faure, Messe Solennelle by 
Gounod, and with such ensembles as the Salisbury University Chorale, the 
Salisbury Pops Band and the Choir of Christ Church Easton. In December 2011, 
Pistorio was invited as a featured student soloist with the Salisbury Symphony 
Orchestra to sing Vaughan Williams’ Fantasia on Christmas Carols under the batons 
of Fee Knier and Dr. William Folger. Michael has also participated in charitable 
and fundraising events sponsored by such organizations as the Make-A-Wish 
Foundation, Broadway Equity Cares/Fight AIDS and the Republican Party of 
Anne Arundel County. Pistorio can be heard injune 2014 making his professional 
role debut as Fe Dancaire in a new production of Carmen with Opera AACC 
under the artistic direction of Megan Mors Jans. In addition to performing, 
Pistorio is also voice instructor and program coordinator for the Baltimore School 
of Music. He currently studies with Dr. John Van Cura and Karen Rhodovi.
